MEERSCHAUM PIPES. 


A Teat hr Which to Tell the (ienulno 
From the Mpiirloua. 

Once upon u time there wm n man 
who spent eight of tlu* best years of 
bis life coloring a meenichaum pipe, 
only to find ut the end of thut period 
that he had been nursing a piece of 
“uiassakopfe” Instead of tbo geuulno 
“ccuuio de liter/* The “tuaaaakopfe” 
Is a composition made of the paring* of 
genuine meerschaum »"d u mineral 
clay. The parings are triturated to a 
flue powder, boiled In water nml mold¬ 
ed Into blocks, with or without the ad¬ 
dition of clay. Each block la then cut 
into a bowl, but us It contracts consid¬ 
erably It must be left some time to 
dry. These bowls are distinguished 
from the genuine meersebuum by their 
greater specific gravity, but there Is no 
absolutely certalu test by which tbo 
real mcerselmum can be told from the 
composition. 

In forming a .pipe from “ecume de 
mer” the silicate of magnesia Is pre¬ 
pared for tbo operation by soaking in 
a composition of wax, oil and fats. 
'Jim wax and oil absorbed by themeer- 
yliuum are the cause of tbo color pro* 

iced by smoking. Tbo beat qf tbo 
btmdug tobacco causes tbo wax and 
fatty substances to pass through tlio 
stages of a dry distillation, and, be¬ 
coming associated with the product* 
of the distillation of the tobacco, they 
uro diffused through the substances of 
the bowl, producing those gradations 
of tint which are so much prized. In 
some cases the bowls are artificially 
colored by dipping them, before being 
soaked In wax, in a volution of sul¬ 
phate of Iron, either alone or mixed 
with dragon's blood. 

(iood meerschaum is soft enough to 
he Indented by the thumb nail. It 
yields readily to the knife, especially 
after having been wetted. There are 
various densities. Some kinds sink lu 
water; others float on tbo surface. 
Those of medium density are preferred 
by the pipe maker, for the light varie¬ 
ties ure porous and even cavernous. 
Many Judges assume that the heavier 
kinds are spurious, hut there 1 h uo ab¬ 
solute proof that such is the case. A 
negative test may be mentioned. The 
composition bowls never exhibit those 
little blemishes which result from the 
presence of foreign bodies lu the nat¬ 
ural meerschaum. Therefore If a 
blemish occur in a meerschaum bowl, 
which Is very frequently the case, tho 
genuineness of tbo bowl Is rendered 
most probable. Hut as blemishes do 
not show until after the bowl has been 
used for some time the tost Is not of 
milch value.

Bacteriological Test With Sample 
Bottles Favor The 
Paper. 

The many disadvantages of tho 
glass milk bottle, as now almost uni¬ 
versally employed, ore well known. 
One of the most serious is the dilli- 
culty in securing proper cleansing bo- 
fore it is refilled, with the accom¬ 
panying possibility of spreading in¬ 
fection. E/lorts to secure improve¬ 
ment in this detail of milk service 
have heretofore been unsuccessful, 
mainly because of failure to obtain 
a satisfactory substitute. Recent 
investigations by Dr. A, H. Stewart, 
of tho bacteriologic department, Phil¬ 
adelphia Bureau of Health, indicato 
that at last a very acceptable con¬ 
tainer has been found in what he 
designates as a siuglo service paper 
milk bottle. It is made of heavy 
spruce wood fibre paper, conic in 
shape to facilitate nestiug, and with 
an Ingenious locking dovice to re¬ 
tain the bottom. An important fea¬ 
ture of tho bottle is its saturation 
with paraffin by being dipped in thut 
substance ut 2 i 2 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and then baked. 

DOES NOT TOUCH PAPER. 

This sterilizes the bottlo and pre¬ 
vents the milk coming in contact 
with the paper Itself and adhering, 
ns it does to the glass bottle For 
shipment the bottles ure packed, in 
nests of 20, three nests being sealed 
in a sterile bag; the lids are also 
put up in sterile packages Bactur- 
iologic tests with sample bottles were 
exceedingly satisfactory. As receiv- 
i cd from the manufactory, none were 
found to contain micro-organisms. 
Closed bottles were sent to several 
dairies near Philadelphia, a glass 
bottle and a paper bottlo nt each 
being filled with the same lot of 
milk. When received at the bureau 
the glass bottles invariably showed 
slight leakage around the taps; the 
paper bottles did not In every In¬ 
stance tho milk in the paper bottlo 
contained fewer bacteria than did 
that in the gluss bottle, the average 
being a fourth as mauy as the lat¬ 
ter. 

KEEPS SWEET LONGER. 

Certified milk in the paper bottle* 
kept sweet two days longer than 
that in the gluss bottles. If these 
paper containers give such results in 
genera! use. the delivery of milk in 
cities bids fair to bo revolutionized. 
They are light, tightly sealed, per¬ 
fectly clean and sterile, and are to 
be used but once, thus doing away 
with all bottle washing In private 
houses and in milk dopots. Their 
cost is such that they may be used 
without increasing tho prico of milk 
to the consumer. The subject is one 
that should at once be thoroughly 
investigated to determine if every¬ 
day use confirms these laboratory 
findings. If it does, a very great 
advance has been made.—American 
Medicine.

NEW BELTS AND GIRDLES. 

Every day sees a new girdle. Tho 
revival of quaint Eton styles is said 
to be responsible for some of it; but, 
as a matter of fact, there's simply u 
fad for them, for they are just as 
much worn with every other sort of 
suit and dress. It is really the na- 
turul outcome of the ubiquitous wear¬ 
ing of blouses. 

A girdle that matches the blouse 
lengthens the waist line; and one 
that matches the skirt shortens it; 
and, us a long-'vaisted effect is emin¬ 
ently to be desired in these days of 
straight-front corsets, the girdle 
more often matches blouse than 
skirt. 

Sometimes it does neither, that is, 
exactly. For instance, flowered 
girdles arc if not white, lino the 
blouse, and so continue Its length of 
line rather than the skirt's. 

I-lowered and colored girdles nre 
worn most of alb though, with dress¬ 
es rather than with separate blouses. 

Exquisite (lowered ribbons are worn 
tied something like un old-fashloturd 
sash, or mudo up into n shirred 
girdle, or, perhaps, into something 
between tho two, w-Jth a short bow 
(sometimes nothing but knots and 
cmls) set ut the back of the girdle. 

Flowered silk belts, edged with 
leather—white or n delicate shade of 
pink or blue—are now. and are worn 
with buckles which are covered with 
the leather. The belts ure rather 
wide—enough to crush down into a 
narrow line ij the back. 

Girdles are still high In hock, while 
belts lire low, which Is the most 
marked difference between th**m. For 
leather belts and silk girdles trade 
natures with apparent unconcern, «nd 
become leather girdles mid silk belts, 
or mix both muteriul* up, without 
regard to their character.

factory in good physical condition, 
receives no pay for his extra care and 
labor. He then argues that it does not 
pay him to do this as he receives no 
more for his share of the finished pro¬ 
duct than does his neighbor who takes 
little or no care of his raw material. 
All share alike according to quantity 
and regardless of quality. This is 
manifestly unfair and retards improve¬ 
ment In Canadian dairy products. 
GradiDg and testing would seem to be 
the remedy for this. 

Incidentally the patrons of cream* 
collecting creameries can produce a 
better quality of cream by using the 
hand separator and cooling the cream 
after separating, The present would 
seem to be a favorable time to purchase 
separators as the various companies 
have a “rate wai” on and prices are 
reduced about one-third. 

4 The labor problem is also a difficult 
one for dairy farmers. Especially is 
the milkiog of cows a serions question 
We had hoped to have a milking ma¬ 
chine installed in the dairy stable at 
the College before the excursions began 
in June, but it looks now as though 
we should be disappointed. The firm 
from whom we expected to get the 
machine, is making some improvement 
in the apparatus, which they do not 
expect to have completed fer some 
time yet. We feel confident, however, 
that a practical milking machine will 
be placed on tbe market in the near 
future, lo tbe meantime dairy farmers 
should not grow discouraged 
as dairying is and will coi.tinue to be 
the best paying branch of agriculture 
throughout a term of years. 

The Winnipeg Tribune chides its 
oeighbor, The Telegram, for criticism 
of Mr. Robert Reford, Chairman of the 
Transportation Commission.

It Pome* From the Florentine*, Who 
Got It From Greece. 

Did modern football, tho Rugby 
game, travel lo England from the Italy 
of the renaissance and does Its his¬ 
tory reach hack to nnrlertt Greece? A 
recent writer says: “Probably not more 
than a few votaries of Rugby football 
are nwnre that wo have to thank Flor¬ 
entine athletes for the invention of the 
game ami for its introduction into 
(»reat Britain. Rugby school was 
founded somewhere about It wax 
one of the direct results of what has 
been called the Florentine or Tuscan 
fever in England, which set in Into In 
the Italian renaissance. Not only did 
men of letters come over and Kettle in 
England's centers of learning end cre¬ 
ate others, but many Florentines vers¬ 
ed In the theory end practice of polite 
culture came ns well. The game of il 
ealclo came to Florence by way of 
Greece. Something of the sort had fig¬ 
ured among the Dss Important games 
at Olympia. Tho principal Florentine 
ground was the Piazza dl Santa Croce, 
i where upon tin* wall of the I’«la::/.o 
Giullo l’art lgl Is still to bo seen the disk 
from which the line dividing tho 
: ground was drawn across the open 
I square. The Imll was of leather, con¬ 
taining an inflated bladder, and appar¬ 
ently was the exact slz.e, weight and 
shape of tlie Rugby ball of tpriny. 

“II ealclo-consisted of a friendly eon- 
I test between two equal sides of play¬ 
ers called sehlera nz.z.ttra and schlera 
, rossa—lblue* and reds. The number of 
players varied according to the size of 
the ground or the Importance of the en¬ 
counter. In tin* Piazza dl Santa Croce 
the sides were twenty to twenty-■vveii 
strong, while on the public open sports 
ground at Peretola they totaled as 
many as sixty each. Originally t'te 
players were required to be of lioble or 
gentle blond or such as bad gained dis¬ 
tinction and rank in the profession of 
arms. Each man had to he of unblem¬ 
ished reputation and of graceful figure 
and possessed of accomplished man¬ 
ners. 

“In addition to tho actual players 
were presidents, standard bearers. 
Judges, an umpire, pages and oilier 
officials, all ‘without reproach, worthy 
of the city and courteous In manner.' 
The costumes of the players were 
tight fitting drawers and tunics of 
silk, wiili feutherod caps, nil richly 
embroidered in gold and silver. Leather 
►hoes were worn. The teams were di¬ 
vided Into four classes: Forwards, 
whose places wore near the dividing 
line and whose work was to keep the 
ball in play; halfbacks, stationed be¬ 
hind the forwards, In order to return 
tlm ball to play; three-quarter backs, 
who were strong kickers and played 
straight on the hall, and goal keepers, 
placed at the flags, or boundary, to 
stop the ball passing."

BATHING IN THE SEA. 

It Original** «1 In England In the 
Clulitern i h ( rnlnrr. 

Sen bathing bad Its origiui in England 
before 17.50, when l»r. Blcunrd Bussell 
puhllsbeil his treatise on the virtues 
of sea water. The healing virtues of 
the sea luitli were not understood, uor 
was tlie practice of sea bathing gen¬ 
erally resorted to. There seems to 
have existed a horror of tic sea; In¬ 
deed, in inedlacvul times a compulsory 
dip in H* waters was ft sentence often 
passed on the public offender. In the 
earlier decades of the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury western Europe suffered heavily 
under “king's evil,” tbe ixjpiilar name 
for that tuberculous affection which 
scourged all classes from pofr to peas¬ 
ant. 

Dr. Bussell, a Sussex practitioner, 
bad observed that dwelleijs ou the 
coast used to drink of the o**u water, 
bathe in It, even wash thelf sores in 
It uud bind them up with sea weed. 
Having satisfied himself as to the 
efficacy of the practice he begun to 
prescribe for bis patients with most 
satisfactory results. Ills treatise re¬ 
sulted lu tbe counts becoming large¬ 
ly patronized by the ailing, and tbe de¬ 
mand for seaside lodgings was soon u 
growing quantity. This gradually 
spread to the continent. Then people 
commenced to see that fres|i water 
was a good thing, and the tital im¬ 
portance of Hie sklu us an exqretor of 
waste was greatly emphasize^ some¬ 
what later (lu IftHi, when the illuming 
"tub” was Instituted nnd has niiu-e ac¬ 
quired u worldwide reputation.

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! THE WEARING OF SHOES. 


A C as tom That Is Almost as Old a# 
the Race Itself. 

Wliat Is regarded os the earliest ref' 
eronee to shoes is fonnd In the Old 
Testament where Abraham refuses to 
take as much as a shoe latchet from 
the king of Sodom. Among the Jews 
the shoe played an Important part In 
many social usages. When buying or 
selling land it was customary to de¬ 
liver a shoe, and the act of throwing 
down a shoe on territory implied oceu* 
paacy. The finding of sandals on 
Egyptian mummies proves that the 
wearing of shoes is almost as old as 
the race itself.

Washington, D.C., June 11.— 
and Japan have responded to Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt'* plea for pe&ce, And 
the belligerent* have agreed to begin 
negotiation*. An armistice will c® r " 
tainly follow, and the plenipotentiar¬ 
ies of the foes will soon meet at a 
capital to be mutually agreed upon.

Before sending to Russia and Ja¬ 
pan his urgent petition that peace 
in the Far East be arranged, by 
direct negotiation between the !>eUi- 
gcrents.

ONTARIO ORPHANAGES. 

The preventive work carried on by 
the Children's Aid Societies, under 
the direction of Mr. J. J. Kelso, is 
nowhere more clearly shown than in 
the statistics for the orphanages of 
the Province. Notwithstanding the 
natural growth of the country and 
iho tendency of charitable institu¬ 
tions to expand there has been a 
falling off both in the number of 
children cared for in these institu¬ 
tions and in the expense, as the fol¬ 
lowing figures will show:— In 1894 
tho number of children cared for in 
the orphanage* was 4,406, while in 
1004 the number was 4,116. a re¬ 
duction of 290. In 1894 tho total 
Government grant to the orphanages 
of tho Province was $14,771.80, 
while in 1004 the grant was onW 
$14,689.05, or $88.75 less than ten 
years ago. It is no longer necessary 
to keep children in orphanage's be¬ 
muse of lack of good foster homes, 
as there are hundreds of homes avail¬ 
able If the managers of these insti¬ 
tutions desired to take advantage of 
them.

Wondtr*. 

Sobm distancs from Ntw York 
thoro is a farm which fts run entirely 
by electricity. Tho owner hne eet up 
a complete olectric plant, and ibis 
produces the current for lighting and 
heating as well ae for supplying tho 
power for other oporatione connected 
with the farm The farm land ob¬ 
tains its power from a largo stream 
on which are two falls, on 60 feet 
and the other 160 -feet high. The 
rush of tho falling water turns huge 
wheels which aro connected to a 
motor of immense horsepower, which 
runs several smaller ones. Ono mo¬ 
tor of ten horse-power works a mow¬ 
ing machine, another a threshing 
machine, and a third a circular saw 
for cutting logs. The churns and 
other appliances in the farm dai*-y 
are all run by olectrlcty. and the 
farm itself is lighted by several huge 
arc lamps saye Pearson’s Weekly. 

Another farm, situated in Western 
Canada, saves about $2,300 every 
year by using electricity 

FOR MANUAL LABOR. 

Mowing machines, chafT cutters, 
ploughs, harrows, reaping machines, 
and tho liko are run by an electric 
current. Tho farmhouse is brilliantly 
lighted, and tho kitchen supplied 
with an electrically-heated range, 
while in the laundry tho flat-irons 
are heated by oloctriclty. 

Tho Americans were the first to 
utiliso eloctricity as a burglar- 
catcher. A well-known professor of 
Chicago, attached to ono of the uni- 
voisities, discovered that any money 
ho left in tho pockets of his overcoat, 
that was hung up in a lobby during 
lecture hours, seemed to disappear 
mysteriously. One day he arranged 
wires that carried a generous current 
inside the pocket of his coat, and 
this brought the thief to a realising 
sense of iniquity. The appropriate 
of other men’s goods inserted IBs 
hand, and the electricity gave hlia 
such a twinge that ho yelled vigor¬ 
ously, and was caught literally ivd- 
har ded. 

PILFERER-PROOF MUSEUM. 

Tho professor’s littlo dodge result¬ 
ed in an effective system of T^cKec- 
tion being applied successfully to sev¬ 
eral museums in America and Eng¬ 
land. Wires, conveying un electric 
cuirent, were run underneath the lid 
of each case containing valuable ar¬ 
ticles. If tho covor was lifted or dis¬ 
turbed in any way an alarm was in¬ 
stantly transmitted to the office of 
an attendant or night watchman, 
and several electric gongs were 
sounded simultaneously. Four mus¬ 
eum-pilferers were captured in oue 
month in this way. 

Electric burglar alarms are very 
common nowadays, and there is 
hardly a public institution or pala¬ 
tial reside ice .in the kingdom that *§ 
not fitted with ono or two of them.

Tho only alternative was a single- 
span steal eantllever bridge 500 feet 
long and so high above the water¬ 
line that If St. Paul's Cathedral 
were, in imagination, placed below 
the span, there would still bo a space 
of fifty-fivs feet between tho cross and 
those bottom girders of the bridge 
which were fiolted together on Satur¬ 
day morning. 

BUILT IN A YEAR. 

Tho work of building this wonder¬ 
ful bridge was begun from each bank 
in the summer of last year by Sir 
Charles Cox and partners, the Brit¬ 
ish South African Company's engin¬ 
eers, and by slow degrees and with 
unerring accuracy bay has been ad¬ 
ded to bay—ten bays from each end— 
until at last the girders have “rast 
exactly,” in tho words of Sir Charles 
Metcalf's cable, and an exceedingly 
delicate feat of engineering has thus 
boon triumphantly accomplished. 

When the bridge is completed and 
the track laid, the railroad will pass 
through some of the most remark- 
aqle scenery in the world. The tre¬ 
mendous depth to which tho water 
falls—420 feet—causes ,a vapor cloud, 
which often rises over 1,000 feet from 
tho water lino. 

Hard by is the Rain Forest, the 
luxuriance of whoso verdure is kept 
eternally moist by the perpetual 
drizzle from tho vapor cloud. To 
traverse the forest the traveller is 
furnished with a special drese of 
waterproof mat oriel, for otherwise, 
in the Journey of two Hours and a 
half, he would bo wot to the akin.

HAY FEVER REMEDIES. 

Recent German Discoveries { Are 
Proving Successful. 

German sufferers from hav fever 
have tried to help their fellow# and 
themselves by banding together in 
order to promote investigation Into 
tho causes of their troubles and to 
discover cures, if possible. As the hay 
fever season is just approaching, 
some account of the results of their 
enquiries may be welcome to Eng¬ 
lish Burterers. 

Experiments and experience have 
fairly established the fact that Hay 
fever is due to the pollen of grass, 
rye, etc., often intensified by dust 
and by sunshine. 

The dangerous period is from tho 
middle of May to the end of July, 
varying according to locality; the 
actually dangerous time for any given 
place lasts some five or six weeks. 

Except in unusually severe cases, 
alleviation may be obtained by in¬ 
haling the fumes of stramonium, 
with which a little saltpetre has been 
mixed, and sometimes by smoking 
cigarettes made of Indian hemp. The 
most scientific remedies yet known 
for external treatment are the anti¬ 
toxins prepared from grass pollen. 
Of these there are two on the mar¬ 
ket pollantin and graminin. 

Pollmniin is a serum supplied in 
the form of J owder, to be used as 
snurt or as a liquid to drop into the 
eyes and nose. 

Graminin, which ut present Is only 
procurable n* powder, J* the cheaper 
product, and is due to the discovery 
of the assistant of Dr. Dunbar, the 
inventor of pollantin. These reme¬ 
dies ore at present little known out¬ 
side, but in Germany they are used 
with real success In 50 per cent, of 
cases treated, and with' less success 
In others.

On her return to Eng¬ 
land she entrusted the collection to 
Mr. Charles C. Allom, who wee en¬ 
gaged upon the designs for the de¬ 
coration of Marlborough House. 
PRINCESS' HINT. 

“Why cannot more be found?" ask-- 
ed the Princess, who went on to say 
that sho felt that the stones, if ex¬ 
isting in sufficient quantities would 
be of immense value for decorative 
purposes. 

Mr. Allom made enquiries as to 
the likelihood of tho marble existing 
in workable quantities in Canada, 
but met in every quarter with dis- 
apointrnent At lenght, nothing dis¬ 
mayed. he decided to make close en¬ 
quiries in Hastings County, the dis¬ 
trict in which the original specimens 
had been found. With this view, ho 
engaged Mr. Thomas Morrison, of 
Aberdeen, a mining exjwt, who after 
eight months of careful prospecting, 
discovered a large tract of valuable 
marble quarries. 

STATUARY MARBLE. 

Mr. Allom, who has Just returned 
from Canada, has brought with him 
a collection of specimens of the 
rough marble, which range in hue 
from a delicate mouse-grey to blood- 
red, with all possible shades of 
green and blue. There has also been 
discovered a quarry of statuary mar¬ 
ble, which is of the greatest im¬ 
portance, as the world's supply ie 
at present limited to the quarries at 
Carrara in Italy and Vermont, in 
the United States, which both De¬ 
long to the same owner. 

The first discovery of the sodolite 
marble occurred in a curious nvan- 
ner. A farmer who had set out in 
search of a lost cow on a rainy 
night was bringing her back when 
her foot slipped on the wet rock, 
leaving a blue streak.. The farmer 
afterwards returned and obtained 
some specimens of the rock, which 
led-ultimately to the discovery of the 
present quarries.

ANIMALS AS DETECTIVES 


SOXXTXMXS DISPLAY ALMOST 
HUMAN DOTLLXOSNCX. 

Doga and Monkeys Hava Ottos 
Boon Useful la Discover¬ 
ing Criminals. 

The excise official* at Pooen, in 
eastern Germany, have a dog trained 
to detect illicit dlstlllerleo, which 
flourish in many village*, any* Pear¬ 
son's Weekly. 

A mixture of ether, forbidden by 
law, is drunk by many persons In¬ 
stead of brandy, and the Posen dog's 
acute sense of smell enables it to de¬ 
tect the cottages where the volatile 
liquid ie being prepared. Elsas*, the 
dog in question, has several puppies, 
all of which are being taught their 
parent's profession. 

Dogs are used in many countries to 
detect smuggling. On the Austrian 
shores of the Adriatic a considerable 
contraband trade Is being done in 
Italian and Levantine goods, and 
many smuggling expeditions are foil¬ 
ed by canine vigilance. At Intervale 
of a mile or so along the coast arc 
kennels, which have dogs taught to 
bark loudly on the appearance of 
boats at night.

The Hon. T. M. Slattery, member 
Of the New South Wales Parliament, 
has been sentenced to three and one- 
half years' imprisonment. lie asked 
that full penalty be imposed, adding 
that he had asked for no mercy, and 
that he despised the recommendutiou 
>f mercy from the Jury. 

It was claimed that he had con¬ 
torted to his own use about $35,- 
100 belonging to Mrs. Mary Ellen 
Icanlon. As for Mrs. Scanlon, her 
own career had In it the elements of 
tf romance. She had lived for many 
years in dire poverty, and wus on 
tfce point of going to the poorhouso 
When it wus discovered that she wus 
one of the next of kin to James 
T^yson, the great Australian million¬ 
aire. From his enormous estate she 
inherited nearly $450,000 Some of 
this was entrusted to Slattery to in¬ 
vest. and he fraudently appropriated 
a considerable portion of it to make 
good heavy betting losses. 

Justice Pring. in passing sentence 
•aid that betting was responsible for 
more crimes than any cither vice thut 
hr knew of He hoped that one of 
the results of the shock of the con¬ 
vection would be to send such a feel¬ 
ing of indignation against betting 
throughtout tho entire community 
that anything of this sort would be 
checked in the future. 

The trial created a great sensation 
throughout Australia, for Slattery 
had boon prominent in politics in 
New South Wales for over 25 years.

“THE MOUTH OF HELL.” 

Famous Abyss in England to Be 
Investigated. 

At the village of Horton-in-Ribbles- 
dale, near Settle, Yorkshire. Eng¬ 
land, u number of Alpine climbers 
are arranging to descend and ex¬ 
plore a famous abyss or hole In the 
limestone rock known as Hell Pot, 
or "The Mouth of Hell." Over and 
over again efforts have been made to 
explore this weird abyss, even dur¬ 
ing the early summer of this year, 
but up to the present time all efforts 
in this direction have proved unsat¬ 
isfactory. 

"The mouth of llell" is situated 
on the slopes of Ingloborough, in the 
Pennine Chain, and is reported to bo 
over 300 feet deep. Water rushes in 
at the top and fulls in a long cas¬ 
cade, incomtnoduting the person* 
who make tho efforts to explore. 

Now thut the two clubs, the I>eeds 
Rambling Club and the Kyndwr Club 
of Derbyshire, have taken up the 
matter of a systematic and scientific 
exploration, it is believed that some 
of the problems connected with the 
ubyss cannot long remain a mystery. 
The chief object of th* expedition is 
to find the bottom of tnis awe- in¬ 
spiring cavern, and to follow a sub¬ 
terranean watercourse which ends in 
a waterfall. These cannot be seen 
from the surface. Indeed, from above 
very little can be seen, as, the tem¬ 
perature, below being lower than 
that outside, a mist hover* contin¬ 
ually over the mysteries below.
